THE Religious Education of Vouth has been for years 
1 awfully neglected: Our Brethren in Scotland, how- 
ever, have npbly exerted themſelves of late, to promote 
their higheſt intereſt, N 
In March, 1797, a few worthy Gentlemen in Edin- 
burgh, formed a Society, called, The Sabbath Even- 
ang School Society,“ for the purpoſe of erecting in that 
City, and its neighbourhood, and encouraging through 
the kingdom, Sabbath Evening Schaols, for the religious 
inſtruction of the riſing generation. | | 
The defign of the Society, and the plan of their 
xchools, were no ſooner known through Scotland, than 
Chriſtians were rouſed from their lethargy : And in 
Glaſgow, Perth, Dundee, Paiſley, Aberdeen, Montroſs, 
Haddington, and in moſt other towns, Societies were 
eltabliſhad of the ſame deſcription. It is now nearly 
twelve months ſince Schools on a fimilar plan were intro- 
duced in England, About the beginning of June laſt 
two were ellablihed at Long Buckby, Northampton- 
hire, containing about forty children each, which con- 
tinue to flouriſh beyond expectation. Two were ſoon, 
after formed in London, and ſome others in the country, 
and lately ſeveral have been-eſtabliſhed in Southwark, 
- Under the patronage of the Rev. Rowland Hill.? 
. . Theſe Schools are not all conducted on the fame plan.
